Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: the claim recites the 
abbreviation IMDM. The abbreviation should be spelled out in the first appearance of the claims 
and should be followed by the abbreviation in parentheses. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 



Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Migliaccio et al 
(Blood, Cells, Molecules and Diseases, Vol. 28, No. 2, pages 169-180; see the entire reference). 
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Migliaccio et al teach a method for producing human erythroid cells from human 
peripheral blood samples, comprising (i) collecting light-density cells, (ii) culturing the light- 
density cells in Iscove's modified Dulbecco's medium (IMDM) containing 20% fetal bovine 
serum (FBS) and supplemented with stem cell factor (SCF, 10 ng/ml), erythropoietin (EPO, 1 
U/ml), interleukin-3 (IL-3, 1 ng/ml), dexamethasone (10~ 6 M), and estradiol (10~ 6 M) for 8 to 14 
days, (iii) washing cells with IMDM, and (iv) culturing cells in fresh IMDM containing 20% 
fetal calf serum (FCS) and supplemented with EPO (1 U/ml) and human recombinant insulin (10 
ng/ml) for 5 days (e.g. page 170, Materials and Methods; paragraph bridging pages 171-172; 
Figure 1; page 172, left column, paragraph 2).
